THE GEORGIA VOTE. 


The question as to whether the elec- 


toral vote of Georgia shall be counted, 
does not seem to be settle. To count the 
vote, after the blunder made by the 
electors iu assembling one week after 
the time expressly named by the law of 
the United States, would be ridiculous, 
because in that case, the law of Georgia 
would be higher authority than the 
supreme law of the United States. It is 
a

which 


all the electors in the United States 
shall meet in their respective capitals, 
and oast the vote of their States for Pres- 
ident and Vice President. 
It, is necessa- 


ry to do this in order to prevent any 
hanging back of one State to see how 
another State will vote, and also in order 
that bribes may be prevented.

In 1857 when the Wisconsin vote was 
called in question, one side May the vole 
was counted, and the other say it was not. 
Again in 1869, when Georgia made an- 
other blunder, the joint convention dis- 
cussed the question, and no definite 
course was taken. 
The best way the 


joint convention could get out of the 
muddle was to take that course which 
would make it appear that tho vote 
was counted 
and 
that 
it 
was 


not counted, or in other words, both as 
regards the vote of Wisconsin, in 1857, 
and that of Georgia in 1869, the course 
taken was in substance to announce the 
vote both ways. This is a cowardly way 
to treat so important and grave a matter, 
and it is to be hoped that Congress will 
take some definite action concerning the 
subject. 


Away back in 1792 Congress passed a 


bill which declared that the electors 
shall meet in their respective capitals on 
the first Wednesday in December, and 
ever since 1792 that law has been in 
force. But Georgia, after the wreck ot 
the Confederacy, reconstructed her con- 
stitution, or in other words, patched it 
up in places, and this patched constitu- 
tion directs the Governor to convene the 
electoral college on the first Monday, and 
vote on the first Wednesday following. 
This year tho first Monday fell on tho 
6th, and tho Wednesday following on tho 
8th, just one week after all the other 
State electors had voted iu compliance 
with the United States law. So far as 
the result is concerned, it does not matter 
whether the vote of Georgia is counted 
or not, but at some time in the future 
such a blunder may make a vast differ- 
ence and possibly may lead to trouble. 
Such a conflict between u law of Con- 
gress and a State law should not bo al- 
lowed to exist. Tho matter should be 
settled once and for all, and not be al- 
lowed to remain iu an indeterminate 
shape.

practice of putting :imall articles into 
the mouth, either irr the purpose of 
holding them for. a few moments or for 
playing some trick, has been frequently 
attended with 
very serious 
conse- 


quences. Yet the practice is common 
especially among young women, who 
may be seen holding pins between their 
teeth while dressing. 
Medical attend- 


ants m hospitals have frequent cause to 
find fault with female patients of a 
humble rank for putting pins in their 
mouth when they havo occasion to re- 
move any part of their dress. 


Children of both sexes seem almost 


to have an instinctive fancy to put play- 
things in their mouth, and sometimes 
therefore give no end of trouble to 
parents and nurses. 
Notwithstanding 


every precaution, distressing accidents 
occur. Afew years ago a boy swallowed 
a small plece of brass chain, with which 
fce_nad been amusing himself byputtino- 
it into his mouth. 
The bit of chaiS 


lodged in the stomach, and, though 
medical aid -was resorted to, the poor 
child languished and died. Only a few 
weeks ago, as mentioned in the London 
Lancet, & voung boy in Devonshire died 
from having allowed a small tin whistle 
to slip from his mouth into tho trachea 
where it stuck, and baffled attempts at 
removal. 
Death took place from in- 
ability to breathe. 


Remarkable instances are related of 


needles which had been accidentally 
swallowed finding their way, point fore- 
most, through the sides of the stomach 
and thence to the exterior surf ace of the 
body, where they are drawn out. It is 
all chance, however, that they make 
their escape in this harmless manner, 
and accordingly there is no excuse for 
women thouglitlessly, it may be per- 
versely, putting needles in their mouth. 
Ihpse who do run a great risk of per- 
ishing m considerable agony. 
Occa- 


sionally female lunatics in their mad 
freaks unwittingly kill themselves bv 
swallowing needles which they manage 
to secrete. A case has been mentioned 
to us of a most extraordinary deo-ree of 
mad perversity. A female lunatic had 
such a morbid craving for swallowing 
small parcels of needles which from 
time to time she procured that at leno-th 
she destroyed herself. 
At a post- 


mortem examination as many— if we 
mistake not— as 390 needles, in a less 
or more state of corrosion, wore found 
lodged in various parts of her body. In 
another case that has been recorded, the 
great French surgeon, Baron Dupuv- 
tren, extracted 255 needles throuo-h sfie 
skin, to which they found their wav 
irom the s tomach . — Chambers' Journal.

er than a third the relative feeding 
value.

The chief advantage is obtained in 


feeding to mature animals; if bony 
structure is to be formed, the turnip h 
fully equal to the potato. That an ex- 
cess ot potatoes fed to oattle and horses 
produces ill results cannot be doubted, 
it the diet was exclusively potatoes; but 
that a small quantity, fed with dry hay 
produces injurious results is insuppos- 
ablo. 
iho boiling or steaming, which 


generally means an addition of more or 
less mild feed, would bo much moro 
satisfactory. Tim same writer 
also 


says: "Tigs will not ahvays cat, and 
never can be fattened upon, raw pan- 
toes, while, if they are boiled, next to 
boiled pease, perhaps, they will brim- 
them to the greatest weight they are 
capable of attaining, and to oreati'r per- 
fection than anything else thai may bo 
continuously used with safety, admit- 
ting that three to foul-weeks' feeilim, 
upon corn, oats or barley is necessary

Groeu FoiUlor i'orSiiort Pasture. 


THE most universal crop used for this 


purpose is fodder corn, and, alllioiio-h 
some, regard it as very poor food, it 1ms 
a va ue greater than any other crop yet 
tried for this purpose. 
The .-real ob- 


jection made to it in its deticiency in al- 
buminoids required to make the casein 
ot the milk, and, from this fact, when 
fed alone it often reduces the yield of 
milk. 
This objection lias force, but it 


may be answered by sayino- that it is 
not necessary to feed fodder corn alone 
—that it is an excellent succulent food 
having all the starchy and fatty ele- 
ments necessary, and that the lack of 
albuminoids may bo made up for with 
green clover, millet, or wheat bran, or 
a small amount of oil-meal. 
It is not a 


perfect food in itself, and very few such 
foods are known. The dairyman should 
seek for variety in food—not for a sin- 
gle food to be given for all purposes. 
Corn has the great advance of beino- 
adapted to almost all soils, and of pro" 
ducmg so abundant a crop that only a 
small amount of ground is required for 
each cow. 
It comes into fecdino- con- 


Uition at the very time wanted, and re- 
mains iu condition for. some weeks. It 
stands drouth better than most other 
crops, and yields more tons of greeu 
food to tho acre than any othe/crop. 
These advantages entitle corn to groat 
consideration as a green crop for late 
summer and fall feeding. 


Millet is an oxcellentgroon crop when 


successful; and to bo successful, the 
soil must be in von- line tilth. 
A line, 


rich loam is perhaps best for this tine 
seed. 
A heavy crop of millet stands 


four to live feet high, with heads three 
to six inches long.' A large crop ought 
to weigh ten to twelve tons green, or 
about half as much as a good crop of 
fodder corn; but it has nearly double 
the nutriment of fodder corn in its 
green state, so that a largo crop of 
millet has a great value, whether fed 
alone or in connection with fodder corn. 
It is usually suflieicntly matured for 
feeding greeu in sixty to seventy-iivo 
days. 


Hungarian grass is also a species of 


millet, having a somewhat shorter stalk 
and shorter head, but producing fodder 
of about the same quality. Eight to 
ten tons of green Hungarian fodder is 
a good crop. 
Soil required is about 


the same as for millet. 


Pease and oats make an admirable 


green crop for producing milk--is right 
tor feeding green when the pea begins 
to form in pod. 
This is a nitrogenous 


food, and well adapted to mixing with 
fodder corn. 
A good crop will weigh, 


green, about ten tons. 
It is easily 


grown upon a great variety of soils, 
and may be sown up to the 10th of 
June, but earlier sowing gives a heavier 
crop. — National
